The 
case of the kidnappers was. merely a 
pretext, and a. very. cleverly selected 
pretext, for it enlisted all the Cantonese 
sywipathy for,the widow ofan official 
brutally arrested by the foreign, police 
while harmlessly pursuing her way.to 
Canton with, fifteen young. slave girls. 
The deliberate object. of, the officials 
and the studen d_ the patriotic 
orators is not, to vindicate their rights 
on, the Foreign: Settlements, beonuse 
these.rights were finally abandoned fifty 

years.ago ;. but.‘ to, regover for them- 
selves the administration of this wealthy 
Settlement ;” of course it makes tho 
‘Taotai’s mouth water to see the Muni- 
cipal Council collecting @ revenue of 
over a million taels and «-half a year, 
of which he gets ‘nothing. It is not 
merely ‘unkind but it is nnnatur 
“Tex” shows'what blatherskits 
for the. Taotai ‘to praise up. tne magis- 
trate Kuan for “maintaining against 
all odds the sovereign rights of 
China,” when “he knows that in 
the Foreign Settlement, those rights 
are in abeyance, that for thirty years 
his predecessors have not been in a’ 
position to exercise the sovereign rights 
of China in request of natives resident 
therein. He knows that he cannot 
arrest. fine, or imprison any mani with 
out Consular wavtant and judgment, 
that no taxes of any kind (land-tax 
excepted) are payable, to. the Chinese 
Government within our borders, that 
he cannot post a proclamation in our 
streets or bring a body of Chinese troops 
through municipal limite without per- 
mission ; he knows in fat this is a.com- 
munity under forsign administration.” 

















Unfortunately, to the new arrival irom 
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“home, who knows nothing of orienta! 
ways, . these restrictions on China’s 
sovereign rights seem unnecessary and 
humiliating ; he does not realise that we 
have been taught by hard experience to 
insist on this freedom of action for our 
Settlement; that it is difficult enough 
for some three or four thousand of the 
ruling races to preserve order among four 
hundred thousand Chinese, and absolute- 
ly impossible if any interference on the 
part of the Chinese officials is not instant- 
ly opposed, and if the Council is not 
always on the watch. Unfortunately, 
the Chinese officials can always buy the 
services of foreigners ready with specious 
arguments to: urge that we are quite 
unnecessarily obdurate in our deter- 
mination to extend our rights rather 
than yield an inch of what we have 
achieved by years of continuous vigil- 
ance and effort, There’is no doubt that 
the wild talk of the magistrate and the 
Taotai, their perversion of the facts of 
the fracas in the Mixed Court, and the 
arguments of the native Press, in their 
support prepared the ground for the re- 
cont riot if they did not actually incite 
it. The “Nanfangpao” points with 
pride to the fuct that ‘the riot was the 
work of outside rowdies and loafers, 
and that tho Shanghai peoplo did not 
sympathise with the movement. This 
is partly true, and we should be proud 
of it if it were wholly true; for it 
would show that our fellow-residents do 
not look upou us as oppressors, and 
are perfectly satisfied with our rule; 
and that they have too much sense to 
listen to those who have been trying to 


incite them to rise against us,

CHINESK LAW 
AS CHINESE SEE ITT. 


18th December. 
THERE is no surer test of the real 
feelings of a peuple than their pro- 
verbial snyings, those “gems which 
on the stretched finger of all 
Time eparkle for ever.” ‘That China 
is no exerption to this rule might 
hnve been supposed even if we hid 
no direct provf, But there are many 
foreign writers on Chinese affairs 
who have gone thoroughly into this 
branch of their sulject, and thus 
have mnde’ it possible to compare 
native feeling amongst the Sons of 
Han wth that in other countries. 
Proverbial expressions are very 
common in China, Dr. Arthur 
“Smith says that “Common T Ik,” 
the nearest approach to “ proverb” 
in Ch nes-, is “literally in the mou h 
of everyone, from the Emperor upon 
his throne to the wom-n grinding at 
the mill.” He furthermore tells us 
that “Chinese proverbs contain an 
almist. ‘complete chart of human 
nature as the Chinese understand it, 
every shwal, rock, reef,and quicksand 
dis inctly laid down, It the Chinese 
themsel.e- do not avoid these dan- 
gers, it is not for lack of admonition, 
and not for lack of opportunity to 
asc-rta'n the pree'se nature uf the 
perils of human environment.” 
Our: purpose just now, however, is 
not to exam'ne the whole su! 
this chart, but only that pu 
ix pertrining t the dispensing of 
“justice.” “In that small field’ we 
shail find ample justitication, from 
the, “ wit of one and the -wisdom of 
many.” Chinese, for the efforts eng 
‘mde to introduce a purer practice 
“Gato the Court over whicli we have 
influence, . 
























Native proverbs relating 10 legal 
affuirs divide themselves roughly into 
three classes, first those more or less 
common to all peoples and dealing 
with thit “ once-bitten-twice-shy ” 
sort of wisdom which leads a man to 
put up with evils rather than go to 
law. These, therefore, cast no 
greater stigma. on native practice 
than do others of like character on 
that of Western aations. Such for 
example are the following :— 

If one family has a lawsuit ten 
families are involved in calamity. 

If but one word of information 
against a man get into the: court, 
nine bullocks cannot drag it out 
again. 

Let householders avoid litigation : 
for once yo to law and there is 
nothing but trouble, 

Win your. lawsuit and lose your 
money. 

Instances of this kind might 
be multiplied. But we must pass on 
to the second class, those referring 
specially to the mandarins, and here 
it may be seid that though the 
majority of the proverbial sayings 
are not complimentary, there area 
few which bear witness to the good 
that a good man may do even in an 
official capacity, while others give 
pointed advice, eg.: Never beat if 
you. must fine, if you do, all fines 
decline. z

But we 
have no desire to add to or to detract 
from their force by commentary of 
any kind. It may be noted in con- 
clusion that one of our own Biblical 
proverbs goes to the bottom of the 
Chinese difficulty, “The love of 
money is the root of all evil.” Give 
to the magistrates a fair remunera~ 
tion, see that: their underlings are 
likewise paid a living wage, insist on 
proper accounts being kept, visit all 
cases of injnstice with condign 
punishment, and in time China wonld 
have a justiciary fit to be compared 
with that of any other land.’ As it © 
is, her administration is a synonym 
for. everything that it should not be, 
and if there are any of her sons who 
wish for better things they should 
welcome uid even from foreigners.

and especially the bankers’ 
who did everything they could to 
prevent a breach of the peace, the 
shopkeepers in many cases opened 
their shops as usual, and only closed 
them when the riot began. It is 
“impossible to ‘free the Taotai from 
all responsibility. He was warned, 
we understand. that his action in 
the Mixed Court matter was not 
unlikely to be followed by a riot, 
and.it cannot be said that he did 
his best.to preserve the peace. The 
action of the British authorities in 
detaining H. M.S. Bonaventure was 
a wise-precaution and fully justified 
by the event, and the promptitude 
with which landing parties, fully 
armed, came ashore was most com- 
mendable,as was their good-humoured 
but determined’ bearing while on 
ishore, 

No doubt every effort will be 
made to find out who issued 
the anonymous placards : ordering 
the shopkeepers to close their shops, 
on-Sunday evening; but the boy- 
cotting faction must be held prima- 
vily responsible for it, and the 
attitude taken up by the Chinese 
authorities on the Mixed Court in- 
cident was certainly one of the 
causes, Great praise is due to the 
Volunteer force for their ready res- 
poe to the summons and the really 
ard work they did in patrolling the 
streets; and to the police for their 
temperate action in the face of much 
rovocation. Fall details. will be 
found in another column. 

‘The small amount of damage ac- 
tually done, considering the vulnera- 
bility of.the Foreign Settlement, is a 
convincing proof, if any more proof 
ware wanted, that the riot was not 
the work of the Shanghai people, 
who knew, indeed, that if the rio: 
attained serious dimensions, they 
would suffer quite as much as 
foreigners. The actual rioters, 
among whom we are told the 
followers of the notorious rowdy 
leader, Vah Kah-der, were conspicu- 
ous, have had a lesson, some twenty 
of them, it is reported, having been 
killed. The value of our Volunteer 
Corps.bas been again most effectually 
demonstrated as well as.the fact that 
it is. mever safe to leave Shanghai 
without men-of-war capable of land- 
ing a considerable number of men, 
The Taotai has no force that could 
be trusted to protect the Settlements, 
if he wanted to do it; and our 
Volunteer force would have to be 
much. larger than it is, if we had to’ 
rely exclusively upon it and the 
police ; for to the..looter the wealth 
of Shanghai offers an enormous 
temptation, We. may congratulate 
ourselves that “the riot. was not 
touch: worse than it was, and 
also that our native .fellow- 
residents generally took’ no part in 
it.

AND THE STATUS OF 
THE SETTLEMENT.

‘Tw > papers of great interest and 
importance appeared in our Monday 
morning's issue, in reference ‘to the 
question that has been agitating 
natives as well as foreigners in the 
Foreign Settlement during the-past 
week. The former of the two was 
the.letter in which the Chairman of 
the Municipal-Council replied to the 
Senior Cousul’s letter requesting the

frticle fast Friday, ‘The Chairman 
first draws -attention :regretfully to 
the premvture -publication of the 
decision, and then shows that though 
the defendant in the case may have 
‘been innocent, of which there is no 
proof adduced, she was -arrested 
under a proper -warrant, and there 
was « sufficient prima facie case 
against her to decide the Court to 
remand her. The Council had made 
arrangements to release .her.on bail, 
but there was no Court sitting to 
confirm this arrangement. ‘The 
Chairman then points out that the 
prisoner should have been brought 
back into Court and released. there. 
“The Council is not » judicial .body, 
and fulfilling executive -functions, 
has-no alternative but to carry out 
the irregular procedure prescribed in 
this case, regarding the authorities 
from whom it emunated .in -this 
instance as a special Courtiof 4 ppeal, 
but the responsibility for this decision 
and for its consequences cinnot rest 
with the Council.” The :Chairman 
explains fully that, as has been 
explained: -before, the ‘decision to 
send.female as well as male prisonera 
to the Municipal gaol was taken 
solely in the interests of ‘humanity, 
and the Cuuocil have been. acting 
throughout in accordance with the 
instructions of the Consular Body, 
and the police were acting, as is 
their duty, on the order of the British 
assessor. “The objects of the Con- 
sular Body.and of the Council have 
been to promote the best interests of 
the native community, and to remedy 
the more flagrant of those ‘buses 
which have made the “Mixed Court 
notorious in the past and by pub- 
licity, and the additional security 
afforded by the presence of assessors 
to preven’, their continuance. “The 
native community has frequently 
recognised that the policy thus 
urged on the native authorities b 
the Consular Body and the Muni- 
cipal Council has been dictated sorely 
in the interests of good government 
and the more humane treatment of 
prisoners, “Therefore, in the negotia- 
tions now pending between the 
Consular. Body and - the -Chinese 
authorities in regard to future 
administration, it appears essential 
that in the vehemence of popular 
agitation, the past history of the 
Court should not be overlooked, and 
that the recurrence of such abuses be 
prevented. In conclusion the Council 
would suggest that the present 
moment is particilarly opportune for 
the Ministers representing the Treaty 
Powers at Peking to arrange ‘with 
the Chinese’Government a code of 
regulations and revised constitution 
of the Mixed Court of this Settle- 
ment, based on the agreements and 
procedure which long experienoe has 
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proved to be necessary, so that 
‘misundérstanding and fri 
in fature be avoided. This request 
may: the more reasonably be’ made 
inasmuch as it has been put forward 
by the Consular Body, and the Coun- 
cil at various times since 1876, but 
more particularly during the past ten 
years, with no result whatever.” 
The only omission which we note 
in this is, that it is not more clearl: 
pointed out that the alleged rad 
napper. Li’ Wang-shih was arrested 
on a: proper warrant issued by the 
Chinese Mixed Court magistrate, and 
that she was remanded to the cells 
by him for the production of farther 
evidence. This most important point 
has been carefully. ignored by the 
Chinese authorities and the native 
Press, These latter have also stated 
that the fracds in the Mixed Court 
was caused by ‘the British assessor 
and the police; but what. evidence 
there is distinctly shows that it was 
the Chinese runners who struck the 
first blow, and that the row was 
fomenied by the assistant Chinese 
magistrate, Mr. King, and his brother, 
‘She letter of “Diogenes” must be 
recognised as being an extremely 
clear and able statement of the posi- 
tion of the International Sectlement 
visd-vis the Chinese authorities, 
The writer recalls to the recollection 
of the Chinese who nre insisting 
that China’s sovereign rights here 
are being impaired, that while the

ready to believe that they would be 
on’our side in the event of au attack 
on the Settlements, because they 
have quite as much to lose ‘as we 
have in any disturbance. Unfortun- 
ately, their only “idea is to buy. of 
the ruffians when they are threatened, 
and though they are, of course, on 
our side, they cannot be relied upon 
for any active assistance, As to the 
Chinese offfcials, they are equally 
useless ; it is very nice of them. to go 
about the streets and ask the timor- 
ous traders to reopen their shops, and 
assume an attitude of peaceful con- 
tent while they are fearing every 
minute that 9 mob is coming to ‘loot 
‘them, There is some’ reason to 
believe, too, that in the presont 
instance the Chinese offisials were 
not indisposed, if they did not actual- 
ly encourage the rioters, to make use 
of the riot as an argument for not 
relaxing their impossible and utterly. 
unreasonable demands for the re- 
moval of Mr. Twyman and the’ Pilice 
Inspectors, who’ were simply acting 
under the orders of their superiors, 
and who obviously did not-begin the 
fracas in the Mixed Cours on the 8th, 
for the prisoners were already in the 
charge of the police, and it was the 
magistrate’s runners who tried to'get 
them away, 

‘The police have been blamed for 
not acting with greater severity when 
the riot began; but we doubt if 
anyone realised at first how serious it 
threatened to become. It is, no 
doub’, true that if more Chinese had 
been killed early in the morning, it 
would have been over sooner, It is 
amusing to see the “Nanfangpao,” 
which is largely responsible for the 
trouble, deprecating the tenderness 
of the police ; we ‘can easily imagine 
what its virtuous indignation would 
have been, if x large number 
of Chinese had been shot down, 
resultirg in such a rapid quelli 


of the disturbance, that it would . 


then have been asserted that it 
was not a riot nt all, but a mere 
temporary and local ‘ebullition of 
feeling. “The calmness and modera- 
tion with which the police acted, in 
the face of very serious provocu- 
tion, deserves nothing bat praise. 
We are very fortunate in huving 
a man like Sir Pelham Warren 
here as British Consul-General, a 
cool, exferienced, self-reliant man, 
in whom every foreigner here cin 
have imp'icit confidence. The whole 
handling of the riot, by Sir.Pelham 
Warren; by Captain Tufnell, the 
senior naval officer, by Mr. F. An- 
derson, the Chairman of the Council, 
and by Colonel Watson, command- 
ing the Volunteers, has been ad- 
mirable, and the community is also 
indebted to the Commanders ofthe 
German and Italian warships in

port, for ‘their prompt ‘and willing 
‘co-operation, 
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The community must feel the 
deepest gratitude to our Volunteers, 
including notably the Reserve, 
who have had three days of very 
hard and self-denying work; the 
only pity is, that there are not 
more of them. The danger we have 
just pas-ed through, x danger which 
we should have escaped if the 
Government could still find a states- 
man like Lu Kun-yi to oceupy the 
pos: of Viceroy xt Nunking, should 
at any rate stimulate recruiting for 
the Volunteers this spring. To the 
foresight which kept the Bona- 
venture here, we are also deeply 
indebted.’ The riot has shown that 
we can defen1 ourselves for a time 
from an attack not better organised 
than that of Monday ; but we should 
want a great many more volunteers 
if x more determ ned onslanght were 
made on the Setilements, such as 
there were fears of in 1900; and w- 
hope the young men of Shanghai, 
whose future depends: on the con- 
tinned prosperity of the port, and 
who are not already members of one 
of the velunteer units, will lay this 
to heart, Meanwhile, it is satisfuctory 
to know that in 28 hours after 
receiving an appexl, the Japanese 
can land here ten thousand soldiers, 
fully equipped, from Saseho, The 
men are always ready, aud the fast 
cruisers to bring them, are rexdy ; 
and this is a fact, reassuring to us, 
and which the rowdies rund about 
wou'd do well to remember, In a 
littl» longer time, we could’ receive 
reinf-reemen's from Kinochon and 
feom Hongkong; but the first 24 
hours of a riot are the crucial period, 
an‘! during it we must rely upon our 
volunte-rs, and Monday ‘has shown 
that we really want at least the 
thousand men who were.reviewed on 
the racecourse in 1900. . Meanwhile, 
we must not too soon congratulate 
ourselves that all danger is past. 
The Chinese are quiet for the 
moment, believing that the Taotai 
has carried all his points including 
the di-position of the Mixed Conrt. 
to suit himself, and there may br: 
some d ssati-faction when the truth 
is known, Ib will take some time, 
too, for the anti-foreign feeling which 
has been growing up in the interior 
and up the Yunu'ze, to die away 
again; and the a tention of the high 
officials may have to be drawn to it.

If, however, the Government does not 
wish to buy out the lessees, the leases may 
be extended for a further term of years, 

nd.—The land is divided into, four 
classes, which sre expected to yield 
respectively $36, $24, $16, 
mow rent per year. In addi 
$2 will bo levied for the presont on each 
mow leased. Further taxes may here- 
after be levied for the purpose of keop- 
ing-up the roads, for police, light, and 
water. 

3rd—No one will-be allowed to take 

up less thar two mow, nor more thaui ten 
mow unless by’ special arrangement in 
































the case of factories, ete. Leases may 
be transferred from the original lessees to 
ochers, provided the whole piece 
cluded in the bargain, All leases made 
by foreigners must be arranged through 
their respective Consuls. Uhiness secur- 
ing land in the Concession must take out 
special papers through the proper Bureau. 
4th.—Buildings must be erected on 
the leased land within three years, or 
the rights of the lessee will be forfeited.

General Kuroki, 

General Baron Kuroki, being the first 
of the army commanders to return to 
Tokio, was.received with an entlusiastic 
demonstration ‘on the forenoon of the 9th 

_ inst, when "he ‘wrrived at  Shimbashi 

station by a special train from Hiroshima, 
Bis victory'on the banks of the now 
historic Yalu had’ complecely upset the 
popular vssumption abroad that the 
Japanese army was no match for the 
Rus-ian. Kuroki and his gallant troops 
never ceased to be heard of in every 
important engagement. General Kuroki’s 
stuff included H. H. Mujor.Prince Kuni, 
who the only Pri: of the Blood 
remaining at the frout until after the rati- 
fieution of peace. 

General Kuroki’s report to the Emperor 
is brief, but spenks for isolf. “Since 1 
had the houour,” he sxys, “to be entrusted 
with the onerous duty of leading the van 
of the Imperial armies beyond the sons, 
twenty montis, have. elapsed, counting 
from the date of the landi, 
the estuary of the Tadong Ri 
Daring that interval we have fought over 
fifty‘ongagoments, large and smail, with 
4 great and powerful enemy in regions 
presenting extreme difficulties and remote 
from the habitations of men. In spi 
of our imcompetence we have happily 
succeeded in discharging without any 
very conspicuous error the duty entrasted 
to us by Your Majesty, and it is owing to 
the Imperial virtues and to the guardian- 
ship of the Sacred Avcestors that we 
have now the honour and the unspoxk- 
able happiness"of returning victorious to 
bow before the Throne. We have been 
further greatly: helped in the discharge 
of our duties: by the admirable plain 
and instructions of our superior officer: 
by the co-operation of the two 
services, and the aid renderéd by the 
Navy, and by the thoroughly etticiont 
mavner in which the non-combatant 
branches carried out their function: 
Now, at th uit of reverently report- 

i Your Mejesty the conclusion of my 
, I am deeply moved by the 
thought that so many of Your Majesty’s 
loyal and brave soldiers have perished on 
the tield aud cannot. be present to share 
with us the honour of this day.” 

The Emperor's message read :—“ At 
the head of the First Army you broke 
the strong foe at the Yaln and thereafter, 
carrying the war into many districts, dis- 
played prowess on every occasion and 
well discharged your duty. You have 
indeed justitied my wishes, and now 
receivirg your personal report of the 
fighting, I express my admiration of your 
services and of the bravery aud loyalty of 
the officers aud men under yourcommand.”

followed by au internal revolution. It 
sounded most bloodthirsty, but over and 
[over again she said that nothing short of 
gigantic upheaval could be of auy use 
to that most down-trodden people. And 
even when it is over—she went on to 
say—it will take generations to educate 
the masses up to their rights as citizens ; 
they are so woefully ignorantand apathe- 
tic, So-called pleasures seem to be 
entirely unknown to them. She told 
me that during the serious riots a fow 
months ago it was marvellous to see 
how calmly members of what woe should 
call the upper middle classes—though 
as a matter of fact there does not appear 
to be a middle class even yet in Russia, 
so defined is the line between high life 
and low life—took the shooting down of 
their dearast friends and relatives. Life 
even at its best apparently appeared to 
them of small account and they are the 
least emotional people in the world, 
Since this conversation the revolution, 
which she hoped might open the door 
of freedom for this sad nation, has 
become a stern reality. The “Daily 
Telegraph,” commenting on the situation 
a couple of days ago, remarked that the 
Rassian people—with the Czas great pro.

The Premier and the Fiscal 
Campr ign. 

On Tuesday “Mr. Balfour addressed a 
great: mass meoting at Newcastlé-on- 
Tyne in connection with the meeting 
there of the National Union: of Conser- 
vative Associations. In view of Mr. 
Chamberlain's speech’ at Birmingham 
Inst week and the proximity of the 
General Election the Primo Minister's 
speech had been looked forward . to 
with the keenest intorest. And it proved 
interesting enough even thongh it sadly 
disappointed the bulk of his own followers. 
‘That the great mass of them are prepared 
to go the whole length with Mr. Balfour 
was proved by the procesdings of the 
jafternoon, when a long and elaborately 
concocted resolution, 








Balfour's policy wes identical with that 
of Mr. Chamberlain, was carried after an 
amendment approving of Mr. Balfour's 
policy as set forth in his famous “half- 
sheet of note-paper” had been almost 
unanimously rejected, only two voting in 
its favour. Mr. Balfour stuck to his guns, 
however. He strongly urged the party 
to unite on that part of the policy of 
fiscal reform upon which they were all 
agreed—that is to say “Retaliation” 
and a. free Colonial conferenco—and to 
putaside for the time those parts on 
which they wore not agreed. ‘That is 
to ‘say, he urged them to adopt the 
Balfour programme, and for the present to 
je the more definite aud advanced 
mo of Mr. Chamberlain.

In conclusion, the Council would 
gest thst the present moment i 
cularly opportune for the Ministers 
representing the Treaty Powers at Po- 
king to arrange with the Chinese Govern- 
ment 8 code of Regulations and revised 
constitution of the Mixed Court of 
this Settlement based on the agreements 
and procedure which long experience has 
proved to be necessary, so that misunder- 
standing and friction may in future be 
ayoided. This request may the more

SETTLEMEN'.. 





BLUEJACKETS AND MARINES 
LANDED. 


VOLUNTEERS CALLED OUT. 


FOREIGN BUILDINGS FIRED. 


The excitement which has been sim- 
mering among the unruly native elements 
in the International Settlement since the 
outbreak'in the Mixed Court on the 8th 
inst; came to a head on Mouday. As we 
briefly intimate elsewhere inflammatory 
placards had been posted the day 
ofore .thronghout the native city 
and in, the Settlemont itself, urging a 
general strike for the purpose of asserting 
so-called Chinese rights. ‘The axitation 
may have been brought to the bursting 
point by the knowl-dye that the British 
authorities have no intention of going 
back from the attitude they have msin- 
tained in regard to the Mixed Court, 
and the simultanesus outbroxks, in var- 
fons. pwris, of the settlumont point to an 
organisod plan behind Mondays riot, 
thotigh the work itself was left al 
ontirely to loafers, paid or otherwis. 
Tho idoa seemod tobe, by cutting off th 
food supplies, to intimidate Chinese in

As far as’ can bo ascertained tho 
onrliest ontbroisk occurred at Hongkew 
markot, where the country gardeners

The. firomen, being on. the qui 
vive arrivoil very soon aftor tho ontbroak, 
but they wore ‘unable. te provent the 
fico sprenking to the rico shop next door, 
and both of these shops were burnt out, 
while the next shop, an opium den, was, 
badly damaged by fire and water. A.

the morning many of the foreign 
shops in Nanking Road put up. thei 
shutiers, and pructically, all, the native 
shops, including those. doing. business 
ith forvizners, were, closed. . It was. 
ny instances that the 
closing was done under. compulsion, that 
the shop keopers were afraid to keep their 
-storos open lest worse befall. In the after. 
sioon the Taotai issued a proclamation call- 
‘ing-on the shopkeepers to reopen their 
‘shops. Indeed he himeelf appeared accom- 
pauied by other offiéials in the Matoo and 
mado a personal call on the shopkeepers 
sto reopen“ for the preset.” He enforced 
his arguments by the statement that 
foreigners ha already killed 1 
Chinese and it was.nseless:-to persist, in, 
the rioting. 2 

In this conivection a very ugly report 
reached us, ‘os what uppears to be good 
authority; the anthori IV events -of 
one who speaks Chin: 
in toiieli with what was being said upon 
trasts; - Aecording to this report as 
-1,500'Chinese soldiers in the 
‘af “cortnin officials, but out of 
uniform i winong the people 
luting the imorning ‘and were the’ real 
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ringleaders in urging the closing of shops. 
Lt was only when it was seen-that the 
foreign element was too strong that an 
attempt was made to withdraw from this 
hostile attitude. One official had been 
seen during the morning. inciting. the 
people. 

It was never ascertained what were 
the exact number of casualties, but 
there were no fatalities among foreigners. 
‘Mr. Stewart, who had been. seriously 
in Nanking Road, was making some 
progress. There were thirteen Chin 
more or less wounded in St, Luke’s 
Hospital. Others, some dead, others 
only injured, bad been taken. away by 
their friends. Altogether possibly from 
twenty-five to thirty were either Kjlled 
or wounded. 


EYEWITNESS'’S NARRATIVES. 
IN NANKING ROAD. 


A spectator of the whole: occurrence in 
Nanking Road, supplies us with the 
following interésting particulars. Our 
informant was near the Town Hall 
about 8.30 a.m. Asmall crowd of nal 
went to the propristor of a chow shop 
and ordered to close up at. once,

A lady was 
among the cyclists stopped. ‘Then the 
mob turned their attention to the Town 
Hall, which they stoned, smashing the 
windows. A boily of polico, with arms, 
arrived and wore grooted with a volley of 
stones. ‘They ficed two rounds of blank 
cartridgo without producing any offect 
on the mob and then fired a round of ball 
cartridge killing three mon. ‘Three of 
the Sikhs hud themselves been 
Sergeant Robinson was cut on the head 
and Mr. Stewart who only lately left tl 
Fores, and huppened to b 
vory badly wounded. P. C. Timmins was 
also slightly hurt, ‘The injured men were 
taken into the Town Hall. A squad of 
British bluejuckots now came up the 
Maloo and cleared the way.

the objects of much interest ; small groups 
‘of natives ware to be found round all of 
them. It is reported that onthe Hongkew 
side-s few of them were torn down, and 
there were one or two small attempts to 
continue the disturbunce. As the result 
of one such movement in Seward Road 
three more wounded Chinese entered St. 
Luke's. Hospital. This was the only 
occasion of deliberate firing on Tnesday, 
and although the life of the Settlement 
hardly proceeded on normal lines, there 
were very few real incidents of an extra- 
ordinary character. 

The bluejackets, volunteers, and police 
who had kept the Settlement in complete 
quiet and security during the night 
required relief in the morning, and in 
the greatly improved state of affairs, 
tonding .to- public confidence, it wa: 
possible to. replace them with smaller: 
nnmbers, This was the more necessary 
as expected reinforcements from the river 
and the south wer: id in. arrival, 
and up to Tuesday evening the only 
additional men available were from the 
German gunboat Tigor. A useful-looking 
body: of nearly 100 bluejackets with a 
machine gun were put ashore during the 
morning. A small company of Chines. 
troops wore marched along the Bund aud 
up Nanking Road to the Bureau of For- 
eign Affairs but they would hardly, 
been available for defensive purposes. 

In the absence of real events the most 
wildly alarming rumours, backed by all 
sorts of circumstantinl details, were in 
circulation. Many foreigners ‘had full 
particulars of the burning down of the 
Mixed Court building.early in the day. 
Whon we visited it in the afternoon the 
Court was shut up but not even 
guarded, and there were no indications 
of any desire for disorder in the neigh- 
bourhood. It was also asserted that an 
attack on the. Municipal gaol at Wayside 
was to be made in the afternoon and that 
Mr, Blennerhassott had recoived special 
instructions to be on the qui vive. The 
gaol was undoubtedly prepared for emer- 
which never arose.

Chinese police arrived and later two 
foreign marines. One rowdy got a cut 
on the head, was arrested, and taken 
to the police station. Harlier in the 
evening at 8.30 a druuken foreigner had 
tried to make some disturbauce. “All was 
quiet; however, at the time the gang of 
rowdies came. ‘At De. Boone's request 
constable was stationed at the hospital to 
guard-against any further disturbance. 

A special guard’wns also plucod at the 
Doar of Hope in Seward Road, on Wed- 
nesday night, in consequouce uf a report 
that there might otherwise be some dis- 
turbance there. 

A’ correspondent who signs himself 
“Bye-Witness ” complains that he saw 
men in volunteer uniform tearing down 
notices issued by the Shanghai magis- 
trate, exhorting the people “to act in a 
civilised manner, not to act as children, 
to go about their daily avocations, and 
leave the settlement of the Mixed Court 
affair to the highor officials ;”” and he says 
that the Chinese spectators were cleoply 
impressed by ‘this disrespect towards 
their. officials, The incident was unfor- 
tunate, but ‘as it was known that there 
were'also inflammatory placards posted, 
ordering the Chinese to close their shops, 
it is not remarkable that:a mistake should 
now and again have beon made, and a 
sedative placard have been torn down 
under tho impression that it was an in- 
flammatory one. 

One Chinese correspondent states 
tho Taotai’s proclamation issued on Tu 
day the warning is given that after’ the 
posting of the: proclamation any persons 
caught engaged in croating disturbances 
snd rioting in the Settlements aro to be 
treated a8 rebels-or, in other words, 
decapitated according to Chinese law. 

In the bitter cold of Wednesday-night, 
the thoughtfulness of the Central. Hotel 
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management in sending round supplies 
of cigars, cigarettes and hot coffee to all 
the guard’ posts from “Yangtsepso" to 
French Town, and from the Bund to 
Bubbling Well, was much appreciated. A 
distributing carriage was kept busy all 
night. 

Viceroy Chou Fu, of Nanking, who 
has since arrived at Shanghai sent atele- 
gram to Dr. Scholz, the Acting Consul- 
General, for Germany offering regrets and 
apologies for the attack upon him by the 
rioters on Monday.

COLLISLON AT 
WOOSUNG. 


THE PEKIN AND TE POYANG 
DAMAGED. 

{nthe early hours of on Wednesday 
morninga serious collision took place iu 
the lower section of the river bet: 
of the China Navigation Company's steam- 
ers—tho Pekin (Cxptain Sparke) and the 
Poyang (Captain Bennett). ‘The Poyaug 
was outward-bonnd for Hankow and the 
Pekin acrriving from Ningpo. Tho 
eatise of the collision as yet 
unexplained. ‘The result was s0 serious 
to the Ningpo boat that she had to be 
beached on Black Point. She was cut 
down to and below the waterline on the 
starboard side, forward of the paddle 
box, the Poyang’s stem cntting a huge 
hole in her side reaching almost amid- 
ship. 

‘The force af the impact brought down 
the Poyang’s top which snapped off 
jnst above the masthead light, thw broken 
Spar fallingon the boat. 
me an: also the ceiling of stateroom No. 
4 which fortunately was noe vecapied at 
the time.

Plntinotype paper, as probably many of 
you know much better than I do, is a 
paper (any good drawing paper properly 
sized) sonsitised with a solution of chloro- 
platinite of potassium and ferric oxalate. 
The action of light reduces —forric 
into ferrous oxalate, and this when wot- 
ted with a suitable agent, in its turn 
reduces the platinum salt which gives 
tho fine black image; useless to say 
this platinum image is as permanont as 
the support it is ou. This paper could, 
of course, be made at home, but the 
London Platinotypo Company's produe 
tion being sv perfect, aud sold at a fairly 
reasonable price, the amateur need uot 
tronble to make it himself, especially as 
the “experiment is rarely successful, 
S diffrent kinds aud sizes are made 
by the firm tamed aud they lave sdlse 
placed on the market seusitised nainsook, 
and fitie und course linen, which ate, of 
course, much more exponsive. Platino- 
types can he made either in a fine black 
or « sepia; the working ix much ‘the 
same with vithar, and ive will take tho 
bisck first. The paper is bought’ in 
sealed tube, whic should be opened like 
a cigarette tin, the paper being tuken ont 
wholesale after the vilges of the tin have 
been sinoothed with the back of a knife, 
If th paper is not all to be used wt once 
that remaining mast be kept in calcium 
tin, As a rule, however: careful the 
worker to preserve the paper from mois- 
ture, it be best to use up the whole of the 
paper within four.days, and by no means 
should any be kept mote than a wook. ; 
Before priutiug it is necessary to find 
out the sort of negative best’ suited for 
this kind of paper, 
mined by actual experieuce and oramples. 
Pure black negatives are thought the 
best by some workers but we oursel 
prefer a slight yellow tinge, i.e. negative 
developed with pyro-soda and the deve. 
loper not thoroughly washed out before 
fixing. Very yellow negatives, however, 
are apt to give grauular- prints. Nega- 
tives that will give excellent’ prints-on 
P.O. less for plutino- * 
not a brilliant. 
ive, as brillianey’in a -way:me 
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isdovered latoly 
it prititing through coloured glass 
modifies the quality of the print, for 
tance ‘putting a green. glass before 
‘the negative has a tondeucy to make 
the resulting priut soft and delicate, 
showing up the details in the shadows, 
A bloo glass tends to harden the prints; 
I would advise those, therefore, who 
have'béen working much with P.O. P 
ar flat nogatives to get a blue glass. In 
process of printing we have still to be 
careful abont dampness ; the best thing 
to do is to procure some rubber-val- 
canised sheets and put one at the back 
of the paper in the printing-frame. 

Having now the fame ready, we expose 
it to the light; the exposure is abont 
one-third of the time required for print- 
ing on silver paper. It is sufficiently 
printed when the highest lights are just 
faintly visible, and the priut must th 
be transferred to a calcium tube unle: 
it is to be developed immediately, Wheit 
examining the prints in the frame cate 
should be taken not to expose them to 
tho light more than can be helped and it 
should always be done ina dark corner 
of the room, 

A vory effective :.ay of making pl 
type prints is to use a mask. ‘This has 
several advantages and only oue draw- 
back, ‘The advantages are : that it makes 
the pidture look like an ongraving ; that 
it shows only the best of the pie- 
ture; that the picture requires no more 
mounting; and that « number can be 
bound up ina volume in small spac 
‘Tho black paper used for making masks 
is calléd noedlo-papor. It must not b 
too thick and it must hav. 
in it. The paper should 
pieces a little largor than the paper to b 
printed upon. Noxt tho noga'ive is 
taken up and over it are manipulated 
two pieces of papor each in the shape of 
a’ right angle and togethor forming th 
outside of a square or rectangle, Ti 
opening must be worked to obtai 
the best picture, it must then be m 
sured, and a ‘corresponding frame cut 
out of the needle paper. It is convenient 
tokeop anumber of the masks of different 
sizes already out. In printing, tho mask 
is botwoon tho negative and the paper. 
In cases whore puro white margins are 
required great care must be taken not to 
Jot in the light, It makos very little 
diferonco to a platinotype whother it is 
printed in suulight or in shade. 

Tho best developer for the Platinotype 
Company's paper is their developing sult, 
sold in lb. packets. One of these 
dissolved in 48 oz. of water, and at time 
of tise an equal quantity of water should 
be added. If this salt is unobtainable, a 
substitute may be 
Ub. of pure poti 
of water; when using this, two parts of 
water must be added to one of the 
solution. At least half an inch of deve- 
loper is required and its temperature must 
not be below 60° F; anything between 
65° and'80° may bo considered right for 
properly exposed prints; under-oxposed 
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prints can often bo saved by heating the 
solution up to 90° or 100,” or oven a 
little higher. A warmer tone is obtained 


as the temperature rises. If the develo- 
per is acid the tone is liable to be too 
warm, and it should then be made acid 
tig’ little’ ‘caustic potash or soda, 
Development should 
by'floating the print face down- 
ward’ on’ the dévoloper. And to avoid 
bubbles’a sliding” motion can be made 
acrosi’ it.

‘The developer 
should be disturbed between each de- 
velopment to break up any scum that 
may have formed on the surface, as 
this scum will otherwise cause ugly 
markings on the next print. After 
development the. prints are. put 
through one or two cleaning baths .of a 
one in eighty solution of hydrochloric 
acid, and, on leaving the last of these, 
should leave no trace of yellowness in the 
solution. 

Platinotype prints can be so developed 
as to give the appearance of canvas. 
This is done by-using a piece of thin 
canvas, well. softened and soaked in 
some developer, and the moisture then 
squeezed out. A rabber sheot is then 
taken, laid on the print, sensitised side 
upwards, the canvas laid on that, and 
another piece of rubber above. ‘he 
whole must then be passed between 
rollers or put under a press for a few 
seconds. Development. could also be 
effected by means of a brush ; to do ‘this 
the normal developer must b> mixed with 
an equal amount of pure glycerine. ‘The 
brush, wetted with the developer, is pass- 
ed across the print, each stroke follow- 
ing the other in rapid succes: the 
process should be. ropoatedt drawing the 
brush from top to bottom. The gly 
ids local developiaent.

‘TONING BROMIDES. 

Lecture by Mr. D. Mennie before the 
Shanghai Amateur Photographic Society 
on Friday, the 15th of December. 

The toning of bromide and gaslight 
papers is a subject to which it seems that 
little or no attention has been given b, 
the members of. our Society. ‘This. w: 
instanced by the large preponderance of 
black and white pictures shown at our 
last exhibition. With the exception of a 
few prints on carbon, the great majority 
of pictures were printed on bromide, or 
gaslight papers and the exhibition suffer- 
ei to a certain extent, from the monotony 
of black and white prints. 

The rendering of Black and white 
given by'an ordinarily developed bromide 
print is not suitable. or “pleasing for all 
subjects. In order to give more scope to

- If tho 
bath is nsed at ordinary atihos 
temperature prints may take as Jong as 
three days to tone, ‘Tho best result can 
ly be ootained. by using a bath which 
is neither too fresb, nor too old, and this 
somewhat difficult to determine. ‘The 
hypo-alum method is now almost discar 
ed in favour of a much simpler proce 
by which splendid dark, brown tones o 
be obtained easily aud readily, This 
process consists “in blesching. the’ print 
tither fae solution 6f potans érslogtalde 
or iodine and then immersing in sodiuin 
sulphide (not, sulphite) solution till the 
equisite sepia colour is obtained. This 
is kuown hnrotting the silver image 
by which the silvec image is converted 
ito sulphide of silver. 

Oue grout advantage possossed by this 
method of touing is that, silver. sulphide 
bemg about, as permanent a compound, 

} sulphur-toued. prints, may 
be regarded as having better lastin, 
properties then an ordinaly untoned 
beomide print. Auother important point 
‘process is that prints suffor no 
change in detail or gradation, 

The aimplest blenching agont is a solu- 
tion of potassium, ferricyanide and bro-

With regard to copper’ toning, 
tlie range of tones obtained by ‘this 
process 18 very wide. ‘Tho cold black 
silver image gradually changes to warm 
black, then a dark brown, and -aftor- 
wards, through various sha:ie3 ‘of brown: 
to bright. red, Tho print is. taken 
ont of the toning bath when the dosired 
colour is obtuined aud afterwards washed 
in running water for 20 minutes. 

‘The best tones obtained during’ the 
copper-toning process are those which 
occur at the bugitming aud-end of the 
process. A rusty-looking, or greenish 
bromide print ‘can be changed ina 
minute oF less to a pledsing warm black. 
Fine red, chalk tones ‘aro obtuived. by 
immersing the priat for a period varyiug 
from ten to twenty minut ‘

immersing prints ina bath composed of

iron, nitric acid, and water. 1g

Green tones are obtained by adding 
uravium to the blue toning solution.

VI TAGE REPORT 
MESSRS. CUTLER, PALMER & CO. 





As is our annual custom, wo have now 
the pleasure of enclosing our report on 
this year’s vintage, and we may say that 
nowhere are we able to report a really 
satisfactory result, owing more particul- 
ary to tho extremes of weather both at 
and before the gathering of the grapes. 
‘The year cannot, we think, be classed 
as a good vintage year. We subjoin 
special references to most ‘of the ivine- 
growing countries. . 

France. 

Borpeaux.—Tho flowering took placd 
under excellent conditions, and influencee 
by a very favourable temperature, the 
vineyards showed a more beautifil ap- 
pearance than we have known for many 
years. Unfortunately, in the Autumn, a 
succession of rainy days impeded tho 
gathering in, and affected the quality of 
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the wine, which though sound and very 
saleable, will bo considerably behind. the 
vintage of the previous year. This vint- 
age, which produced 2,000,000 hogsheads, 
has developed in a most satisfactory man- 
ner, and may indeod be described as 
remarkable. 

Buxouxpy.—The gathering of the 
grapes took place in fair weathor and the 
quantity produced is that of an average 
year, The wino shows good colour and 
bouquet, but is very much lighter in body 
than that of 1904. 

Cuumpaoxe.—The vintage could not 
have taken place under worse circum- 
stances, the weather being cold and wot 
throughout the gathering of the grapes. 
The wines of the year 1905 will be thin 
and green, and it is fortunate that we 
have such a fine vintage as that of 1904, 
to follow the 1900, 

Savmor—Up to the end of May tho 
vines were backward, and fears were 
entertained of a short crop. Favourable 
weather howover, ensued, and a satisfac 
tory yield has been obtained with promise 
of quality. 

Cooxac.—The gathering of the grapes 
took place in very unfavourable and rainy 
wenthor, necessitating very careful solec- 
tion, ‘Tho quantity is rathor less than 
that of last year, but there is a general 
belief that the quality will nevertheless 


be good. 
in Sormeny. 

The flowering took place under pro- 
pitious cireumstances, but excessive heat 
during the end of the summer caused 
much damage, the “Peronospera” and 
other parasites destroying a great deal 
of the yield. ‘The degree of sugar in the 
“Must” is cortainly less than normal, 
but wo think » sound clean wine can be 
expected, in quality equal to that of 1903 

Portugal. 

Our advices from the Douro district are 
are not as reassuring as we could wish 
The gathoring commenced generally on 
2nd October, and during the whole vint- 
age the weather was perfect. In the best 
situations good “Mostos” have resulted, 
and undoubtedly somo fine wines bave 
boon made but the quantity is less by 
tuobs one-third than that of last year. 

















Spein. 

Sarrry.—The great drought that 
‘oxisted all through the year at Jerez has 
not exercised tho disastrous effect upon 
the grapes that was snticipated ; the 
quality promises to be good and the yield 
a fair average one. ‘The replanted vine- 
yards are beginning to yield much better 
results and in a few yoars will help to fill 
the gap caused by tke: destruction of the 
vines by the “Phylloxera.” 

Spanien Port on “Tareacona.”—Ow- 
ing to no rain falling between February 
and the beginning of Soptember, the 
vince languished for want of moisture. 
‘The full results we cannot now give, but 
wo expect the yield will not bo less then 
that of last year, and the quality will be 
equally good, though the wines cannot be 
quite so sweet, or show 80 much school. 

Modeira. 

A fine dry Spring and Summer allowed 
the vives to flower well, and the quality, 
as far as wo can now judge, will be very 
good, and the quantity produced will be 
that of an average year. 

Sielly. 

Mansara.—Owing to extromes of tem- 
perature, and attacks by the “Phyl- 
loxers,” the vintage will be only about, 
half of that of last year. Some of the 
wine, however, should tum ont well. 

Italy. 

The crop is very uneven, but on the 

whole we expect it to turn out faily well.

His Lordship delivered Judgment as

I think that this appoal should be 
allowed. Tho point st issue is one of 
considerable importance to British com- 
panies doing business in Chins. In view 
of the nsture of the jurisdiction 
exercised by H.M.’s Courts in China and 
the fact that a British corporation catnot 
well have its head office in China, or ite 
secretary resident here, it seems to me 
that the term foreign corporation is a 
little misleading. Many such companies 
aro instituted for the purpose of carrying 
‘on business in China and practically 

else, others have a main branch 
country, and 
ly represented 
. corporations are amenable 
to British jurisdiction and to no other. 
‘The question which I have now to decide 
is what is the place of residence 
in China of such a company, for the 
result of the law and the cases sooms 
to be that where the company is re- 
sident, there will writs have to be served 
upon it. Consequently I do not think 
that the question as to whether the de- 
fendants wore carrying on business at 
‘Tientsin really arises—they are undoubt- 
edly carrying on business in Chins, and, 
whatever they may do at Tientsin, their 
head office in this country is at Shangh: 
If » summons is to be served on an 
dividual he must be served personally, and 
@ corporation must be served in’ tho 
prescribed manner; in theabsonce of Rules 
of Court applicable to Courts in China 
we follow the English rules. Order 9 rule

corporation is so resident it can be so 
served. The test of residence of a cor- 
poration is whether it has its head office 


within the jurisdiction. The defendants 
have their head office in China at Shang- 
hai. They sre not therefore resident in 
the Tientsin district and the writ 
have beon served in Shanghai. 

‘The new Rules of Court which will 
come into operation in January, do not 
apply to this case, but they are enacted 
and they show what aro the natures of 














the jurisdiction of the different British 
Coutts in this country. They seem to me 
to cover all the cases without hardship.

By Rule 109 (6) service on ‘s corporat 
is made by delivering the summonses to 
ecretary or clerk within the ordinar 
jurisdiction of the Court, always of cours: 
provided that the corporation is’ residem 
within the jurisdiction, ie., that it he 
its head China office there ; if it has nots 
then by Rule 111, substituted service may’ 
be had and the writ may be served on 
an agent ; leave is necessary and no doubt 
on its appearing. that the causo of 
action arose in the district of the Pro- 
vincial Court such leave would be given, 
but the Court can then consider whether 
the caso is one which ought to be brought.

The revolver was found to be 
loaded in all its chambers.and about ten 
loose cartridges besides were found in

Mr. Brooks tod the prisoner's 
explanation that he had merely taken 
the revolver from his pocket to, have it 
handy in case he needed it; and that 
was sober enough to know what he was 
doing. He had never beon before a 
Court before and bore an excellent 
reputation. Nobody had been fired 
at, but prisoner, made no attempt 
to exonse his action, which he very 
much regretted. 

His Worship said -he understood the 
position of accused and. had carefully 
considared what he had said, and. also 
what had been urged on his behalf by 
Mr. Brooks, All foreigners must, how- 
ever, understind that carried 
firearms they must, romain, sober ; if they 
wanted to get drunk they must leave 
their revolvers’ at home. The senior 
naval officer commanding had resolved to 
treat all such offences .as..this very., 
seriously and his mon would not waste 
time to ascertain whether foreigners who 

ointed revolvers at them were drunk or 
Sober. For himeelf, his-Worship said, he 
should certainly deal very severely with 
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any further cases of thisuature. As there 
cases were the first-tivo he considered he 
justified in dealing very leniently 
with them by sentenemg the prisoners 
esch to a week's imprisonment. The 
sentence in this case would be the same 
ax in the last, but any future cases would 
probably be more severely dealt with.

‘The hearing was continued of this case 
in which tho New York Export and Im- 
port Co, claim from the China Photo 
Supply Vo the sum of Tis. 1,045.96 and 
interest, balance due on goods purchased 
by the defendunts, 

Mr. E. H. Lamme represented the 
plintiffs, and Mr. L. Andrews (Messrs. 
Andrews aud Brooks) appeared for the 
defence, 

Mr. Le Munyon, the defendants’ 
manager, further cross-examined by Mr. 
Lamme, said that both Mr. Virgil and 
Mr, Boone called on him to solicit order: 
He handed the orders for the goods to 
either Mr. Virgil or Me. Boone. He 
told Me. Virgil thnt the discounts were 
notright. Mr. Virgil said the discounts 
were right and such as he got. Witness 
did not take any of the goods immediate- 
ly-upon arrival, but took some afterwards, 
which ho believed were all paid for. He 
gavo Mr. Virgil reasons for uot taking up 
the remuinder of the goods. One 
reason was that tho discounts were not 
such as he himself could obtain, and 
in the second place he was not’ then 
financially in a position to take up all 
the goods. What goods he took, he 
took under protest against the prices. 
Ho believed Mrs. Le Munyon wrote the 
letter of the 13th of Juno with reference to 
the sale of the goods. He could not say 
whether he took any goods after the date 
of that letter. He remembered making 
an agreomont with Mr. Virgil that he 
should take up what goods he selected 
and pay for them at $100 per week, 
receiving twice the value in goods for the 
money paid. He paid $100 down and 
picked out: some goods and took them 
away, and Mr, Virgil promised to send 






































down the balance. As Mr. Virgil 
did not send along the other 
goods, witness did not pay a 


second $100. It was true that witness 
took a lens and told Mr. Virgil he had a 
customer for sume, but he did not say that 
as soon as it was sold he would seud Mr. 
Virgil the money. 

Ro-examined—The goods were ordered 
in September, but they did not arrive 
until April. Wituess wanted them par- 
ticularly for the holiday season, aud if 
they had arrived in time he would then 
have been able to pay for them. 

Mr. O. 8. Virgil was then examined 
by Mr. Lamme, He corroborated in the 
main the previous evidence of Mr. Boone, 
Mr. Le Munyon asked them to get the 
goods for him, The order was not solicit- 
ed. They agreed to order the goods for 





him if he gave'them security. The order! 


was endorsed by the Photo Supply Co.’s 
compraiore, who was in addition guaran- 
teed by the plamtiffe’ compradore. Plain- 
tiffs eaid they would get the best discount 
they could, ‘There was nothing said 
about getting the goods in time for the 
holidays. When he notified Mr. Le Mun- 


[yon of the arrival of the goods, the latter 
‘asked him to hold the goods, as he was 
unable to take them up just then. No 
goods were sold until Mr. Le Munyon had 
taken his first portion, and none were sold 
until they had arranged with LeMunyon 
that this should be dune. No goods were 
sold except upon notice to Le Munyon. 
‘All the goods sold were sold at the same 
prices es charged to Le Munyon. The 
arrangement of the payment of $100 per 
week was made about the Ist of July, 
‘but there was no agreement that Le Mun- 
yon should have ‘goods to twice the 
mount of the money he paid. The 
defendant made no objection to prices or 
discount originally, but began to object 
about Ji

Cross-examined ‘by 
witness ssid he had a written consent | 
and a verbal consent from the defendant 


to the sale of the goods. Both 
consents were given about .the same 
time. They did not sell any goods 
before obtaining the defendant's coneout, 


Mr. Andraws pointed out that the 
written consent was dated the 18th of 
Tune, and the. plaintiffs had sold goods 
on -the 29th of April and also during 
May. 


Both counsel addressed the Court to

RUSSIA AND 
GERMANY. 





22nd December. 
In the November number of the 
“Contemporary Review,” Dr. Dillon 
gors very thoroughly into the ques 
tion of the rela'iuns of Germany with 
her neighbours on either side and in 
particular with Rus-ia, {¢ must be 
understood that in this article we 
ropose merely to summarise whut 
e writes, but nob in any way 
to endorse his views. He was 
writing at a time when men’s minds 
were full of the idea of the unstable 
equilibrium brought about by the 
downfall of the Czu’s forces, and 
when suggestd new combinations 
for additionul stability were matters 
of daily occurrence. For Russia, there 
lies the cho-ce between abandoning 
Europe to the Teuton in the hope uf 
winning Asia for the Slav, or of 
turning her face once more westward, 
Germany naturally desires that she 
should do the former. But in order 
that such a policy might be success- 
ful, it would be necessary to face and 
outweigh the Anglo-Japanese Alli- 
unce, and to do that the aid of France 
would be indispensable. With Rus- 
sia paralysed and France willing, the 
thing might be done, but. the help 
of France would be a sine qn& non. 
Hence the events of the past few 
months. Hence the effort, vigorous 
and sustained, to prevent an Anglo- 
Russian rvpprochement. . 
Dr. Dillon recalls the fact that 
Prince von. Biilow while 








remained stroig had a good word 
even for the Auglo-French under 
standing, but that no sooner had 
Mukden apparently demonstrated 
the rottenness of ull things Russian 
than the Kaiser went to Tangier, 
What had up to then bern “an 
xcellent guarantee of the- world’s 
peice” became all of a sudden a 
menace to German interrsts, Fsench- 
men had to choose between 
“military invasion and moral servi- 
tude.” Luckily the steadfastness of 
England provided an escxpe from the 
shlemma, ani so the coup filed. Dr. 
Dilon xdduces examples of the 
Kaiser’s feelings “in table talk and 
private letter-,”_ which he thinks 
show that “the Hoh«nzollern World- 
power which the Kaiser's Govern- 
ment is striving to build up pre- 
supposes the crippling of France and 
Britain.” It is believed in France 
that Germany is “spoiling for a 
fight,” and the latest speeches of 
the talkutive Kaiser certainly do not 
tend to disprove the correctness of 
that view. Three times sinc- 1871 
has France b-en threatened with 
uvasion, in 1875, in 1887, and agnin 
this year. The “Novoe Vremyx” is 
quoted to show the Russian belief 
shat Germany was at the time of 
writing trying to bring about “the 
creation of a four-fold combination,” 
Germany, Russia, France, and Itsy 
against England and Japan, The 
Grand Duke Alexander Mikhailovich 
18 reported to have said: “Germany 
manifestly tending towards the 
annihilation of the all-world naval 
dominion of Englind. And that is 
by no mexns. a transitory or casual 
aspect of German policy. On the 
contrary, it is the vitul condition of 
the entire political and economic life 
of the German people, and in virtue 
of history the German people cannot 
possibly renounce it.” He further 
thought that Russia had nothing to 
fear from German naval power. 
But the majority of Russians ask 
why they should strive to strengthen 
a very possible enemy close at their 
own doors. They may not love Eng- 
lund, but they are not therefore de- 
irons‘ of making Germany imistress 
of Europe. It is keenly felt in the 
Czu’s dominions that the Russian 
hear for many years bas danced to 
the order'of a German showman. 
Partly by cajolery, partly by threats, 














Russiajthe Russian was induced to turn 





away from she ,Middle to ‘embark 
upon adventures in the Fir East, 
The result has been disnstrous to 
Russian interests in both, ‘In like 
manner the Kaiser and his Mmisters 
have kept constantly before th» eyes 
of the Czars the dread of Liberalism 
and the advisability, nay the neces- 
sity, for the two Empires to show 
a combined front to it, Again the 
result has been disastrous, In 1863, 
in 1866, and in 1870-1, the Russian 
Government showed a mo-t benevo- 
lent nentrality towards Germany, Ib 
is nw thought, xays Dr. Dillon, that 
by so doing he Czars were cutting a 
stick for their own back. Nor did 
German support against Liberali-m. 
preserve the life of Alexander IL, 
Russinn and French historians say 
that modern German history “has 
been a series of preparations for war; 
alliances, conventions, open and 
seoret treaties, double insurances, 
septennates, the barter of territory, 
she building of ships, the very.du- 
signs of war-vess-Is—in word, 
nearly all her thoughts, words, ind 
xe's were co-ordainéd to that end,” 

The making of the Dual Alliance 
was an unlooked-fur check to Teutonic 
policy. ‘There is no dubs that 
the talking Kaiser was largely regs 
ponsible for it, as he has been for 
other rapprochements since. Russia 
had no desire to assist her western 
avighbour to the subs ance while 
keeping the shadow for herself.. She 
had intervened once or twice befure 
to save France from aggression, and 
but for ber defeat in Manchuria 
would have been ready-to do +o ayain 
in 1905. As it happened England 
was at hand to fill the gap, 

Dr, Dillon shows that, notwith- 
standing the long-standing friction 
that has existed between Russia and 
Great Britain, and in spite of being 
egged on to attack us when at a 
disadvantage, Russia has strenuously 
refu-ed xo to de, And now an 
influential Ru-sian Review writes :— 
“In Germany they absolutely encour: 
aged our dash in the Far Hust, and 
to-day, after the unparulleled smash 
up of our militury forces, they are: 
again endenvouring to inveigle us: 
into new international combinations: 
directed against England, on’ the 
pretext that close ties bind. us to 
Germany.” ‘ : 

The views expressed in this very 
comprehensive paper are declared by 
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Dr. Di ton to be those of influential 
Frenchmen and Russions, ‘They 
represent Germany as desirous ‘of 
upsetting the balance of power, as 
making a catspaw of Russia, and as 
making now another effort to delude 
her eighbour ‘into, a coalition, 
“ which, if successful, would end in’ 
the Prussianisation of Europe and 
the banishment of Russia to Asia.”

Temple Worship. 

That heathen customs will die bard in 
India is not only to be attributed to the 
ignorance of the masses of the people, 
but also to the fact that there are largo 
numbers of Brahmins—the priestly caste 
—who from time immetorial have held 
comfortable posts in connection with 
temple worship, and they ean form no 
idea that they or their children after 
them conld ever hold a different office. 
Atleast they could never in any other 
city be so revered, and the present 
is good enough for them, so why change 
it? All Brahmins ‘are of course sacred, 
and every t. must be a Brah- 
min, thongh all Brahmins» are not 
priests. the most intellectual of the 
races of India, for canturies necustomed 
to study the sacred books and to apply 
their wisdom by keeping their ascondency 
over all other clases, the Brahmm may 
be found to-day in great numbers filling 
government appointments large and small, 
theraby proving their intellectual super- 
iority to other castes. Men of low caste, 
or no caste, may indeed be found in simi- 
lar or even higher posts, but not in large 
numbers. Nevertheless that there are 
very large number of the priestly caste

Happily the actual outbreaks of fire, 
accidental or incendiary, ducing the days 
of suspense liave not been nimerous since 
the opening conflagrations, but the mom: 
bors of the Fire Brigade have neverthe 
Jess put in much hard work, and were 
coutinuonsly on duty in uniform from 
Monday morning till Wednesday night, 
‘They faced the danger t Laoza police 
station and tackled the fire before 
the arrival of the blnejackets or volun- 
teers, and worked for some time amid 
a shower of stones.

furnished the men tostand by the telephone 
during thenight, in watches.
